He noted also that the Faculty of Fine Arts has received a total 
ot pine new taculty establishment positions effective as of June 
1, 1988. 


oe Motion: Faculty Scholarship & Awaras Committee 


The dratt resolution with respect to the allocation of University 
Scholarships was discussed, amended and unanimously passed and it 
was requested that this motion be ftorwarded to the appropriate 
body within the University. 


MOTION; (Spensley, Falsetto) 


"Whereas the Faculty of Fine Arts finds the present system for 
distribution and allocation otf University Scholarships (to the 
tiighest GPA) is neither appropriate vor fair to students in the 
Fine Arts Faculty, 


Whereas statistics show that out of 104 qualified candidates only 
three scholarships were awardeo to Fine Arts students in 1988-89, 


Whereas this statistic does not reflect the excellence of 
students entering and graduating from Fine Arts, but represents 
an historical pattern, and 


Because, the Faculty of Fine Arts carefully screens its students 
by means of auditions, interviews and porttolio review, 


Be it resolved that the Faculty of Fine Arts be identified as 
unique within the University structure in that G.P.A. alone does 
not necessarily reflect outstanding creative or artistic 
achievements, 


and, that the Faculty of Fine Arts requests the University 
Scholarship Committee allocate 20% of its University ELntrance and 
Incourse Scholarship tunds for the Fine Arts Faculty, 


and, that the Faculty ot bine Arts be authorized to award these 
same tunds to its eligible and outstanaing students according to 
criteria appropriate to and determined by the hkaculty of Fine 
Arts"

4. New Library Building 


Dean Parker introduced Mr. J. Princez, Associate Director, Reader 
Services, Library avd Mr. M. DiGrappa, Assistant, kector’s Oitice 
to Faculty Council members and thanked them for coming to speak 
to the issue of " Fine Arts Home Envirouments" and the new 
library building. 


A copy ot the original report titled "Proposal tor a Visual Arts 
Library, Sir George Williams Campus, prepared by the Fine Arts 
Faculty Library Committee, May 1980" was made available for 
discussion. lt was understood by kaculty members that the 
copcept ot a “hone environment" for visual arts materials within 
the new library building had been assured as a result of the 
acceptance ot this Report by the University Library Committee. 
Council members learneu from Mr. Princz that tinal decisions had 
been taken with respect to the five floors designated for the 
Library and that a Single library concept had been adopted and 
that a division by separate disciplines was deemed to be too 
eapensive. 


He proceeded to outline, with floor plans, the present 
contiguration ot the library tacilities and pointed out where the 
Fine Arts collections would ultimately be designated. He noted 
that single tloor environments with services on the main tloor 
was library policy and that Fine Arts representatives on the 
University Library Committee did pot raise issues when changes 
were being discussed. Though the community was informed there 
was pever apy intervention taken by Fine Arts. 


Considerable discussion centred around this issue with emphasis 
again being mave by Council members tor the home environment 
concept. As a result it was suggested that it would be 
protitable for everyone concerned if a smaller group of taculty 
members was appointed to deal with decisions that still have to 
be made with respect to the second ava third floors. 


Dean Parker noted that a sub-committee of Council could be formed 
as consultation between the University Library Committee and Fine 
Arts was needed at this point. Falsetto noted that the present 
document should be reviewed and new priorities established.
